Weather, Greater Use 
of Facility, Construc- 
tion Work Blamed 
for Increasing Eve- 
ning Snarls. |

Additional policemen have| 


been assigned to duty on the 
Express Highway during eve-| 
ning rush hours in an effort 


to relieve traffic jams which 
have .become increasingly worse 
recently, Maj. William G. 
Cibulka, head of the traffic 
division, said today. | 
In Thursday’s heavy rain, | _ 
westbound traffic was back 
up from Skinker Ree Mons 4 
Kingshighway. Some motorists | 
complained their normal 30-'| 
minute trip home took more 
than an hour and a half. | 
Cibulka attributed the dif-| 
ficulty not only to the weather | 
but also to the increased use 
of the highway following the 
recent opening of the Vande- 
venter avenue overpass; con-| 
struction work near Skinker, | 
and a rise in the number of | 
drivers during the Christmas 
shopping season. | 
Another factor, Cibulka said, | 
is the slowing of traffic on 
Clayton road at DeMun ave- 
nue, two blocks west of the. 
Express Highway terminus. At 


| 


this intersection, where con- 
trol is divided: between the | 
cities of Clayton and Rich- | 


mond Heights, left turns are | 
permitted at all times. 

Rush hour traffic frequent- 
ly backs up eastward into For- 
est Park, causing jams on 
Skinker both to the north and 
south. Cibulka said Clayton | 
and Richmond Heights police 
were asked some time ago to. 
turn off the automatic signal 
at DeMun and direct traffic 
manually at rush hour, but 
that nothing came of the sug- 
gestion. 

Thursday the problem on 
the Express Highway east of 
Skinker was complicated by 
several automobiles _ stalling 
after prolonged idling of mo- 
tors caused them to run out 
of gasoline. This reduced the 
westbound lanes from two to| 
one. 

Other major points of con-) 
gestion in the evening rush | 
hour, Cibulka said, are Wells 
drive near Hampton avenue, 
in Forest Park, and Natural | 
Bridge avenue at Kingshigh- | 
way and on Natural Bridge at 
the city limits. | 

Heavily-traveled Gravois ave- 
nue has ceased to be a problem 
since an additional lane was 
provided in the direction of 
traffic flow during rush hours, 
Cibulka said. 


RUSSIAN TRACTOR 
TRAIN ARRIVES AT 
ANTARCTIC GOAL

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarc- 
tica. Dec. 21 (AP)— United 
States scientists learned of- 
ficially today that a big Russian 
tractor train reached the vi-| 
cinity of the geomagnetic south 
pole last Monday. 

A message received by the 
Antarctic headquarters of the 
International Geophysical Year 
said 27 men and 10 tractors 
from the Soviet coastal station 


of Mirny reached the area 
where a Russian station is 
planned. | 


The Russians also said they 
had no plans to launch a Soviet 
earth satellite from the Antarc- 
tic, as has been rumored. 

The Soviet scientists said, 
however, that the Russian ice- 
breaker Ob will launch meteo- 
rological rockets in western 
Antarctica before returning 
home. The icebreaker sent up 
some rockets in the south At- 
lantic before reaching Mirny 
with personnel and supplies.

Western European nations es- 


tablished yesterday a European 


nuclear energy agency to pro- 
mote co-operative undertak- 
ings in the peacetime atomic 
field 

The agency was formed by | 
an act signed by the Council | 
of Ministers of the Organiza- | 
for European Economic | 
Co-operation. At the same | 
time, it signed a convention on 
“security control” to ensure | 
that none of the materials or 
‘services provided by the agen- | 


cy is used for military pur- 
poses. 
Twelve of the 17 nations 


have reached an agreement to 
organize the Eurochemic Co., 
which will build and operate a 
plutonium separation plant. 
The plant will cost the equiva- 
lent of $12,000,000. 
Euratom Nations Join. 

Among the 17 nations form- 
ing the new agency are the 
six continental nations who 


have formed an atomic energy |

“We tell the United States 
to abandon its policy of posi- 
tions of strength,” the party 
boss said. “Let us solve our 
problems by peaceful means on 
the basis of equality. 

“Let us outlaw war.” 

Khrushchev said if the Unit- 
ed States and Russia could 
reach an agreement without 
prejudice to the interests of 
other countries, “good results 
for peace will be achieved.” To 
reach an agreement, he sald: 

“Firstly, we must abstain 
from discussing problems con- 
cerning ideological differences 
between our two systems. We 
must leave the solution of 
these problems to the people 
themselves. 

“Secondly, we must re 
nize the status quo. If western 
States recognize this, it will be 
easy to come closer together 
and solve our problems.” 

The United States has re- 
fused to hold two-power talks 
with Russia, leaving out its A}- 
lies. But Premier Gerhardsen 
of Norway suggested at the 
NATO meeting Monday that 
the United States should talk 
directly with Moscow if that 
is the only way to win a cold 
war truce. 

Khrushchev quoted a pas- 

sage from the concluding 
NATO communique saying the 
West would never attack the 
Soviet Union unless attacked 
first. “This is not badly put,” 
he commented. 

But, he added, “there are 
many statements (in the com- 
munique) which have nothing 
to do with peace.”

Dissent From Outstate 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

Your recent editorial, “Fewer 
Farms, Fewer Farmers,” is typical 
of the superficial attitude currently 
expressed regarding the plight of 
the farmer 

Despite your “middle of the 
road” attempt, you are plainly ad- 
vocating monopolism in farming of 
the same strain which is eating the 
heart out of the individualistic en- 
terprise system we once knew and 
enjoyed. 

What is to be solved by removing 
millions of small farmers from so- 
calied sub-marginal farms and per- 
mitting them to be forced by eco- 
nomic pressure to find “security” 
in crowded, growing cities? At a 
time when factories, industries and 
even defense plants are suffering 
cut-backs and lay-offs, the naivete 
of this proposal is illuminated all 
the more 


Furthermore, if we lay whole 
farm areas to rest as suggested, we 
had better also prepare a place 
of interment for thousands of small 
businesses that depend upon these 
farms for existence. The bulk of 
terrain in south Missouri would 
come under the category of “sub- 
marginal” farmland. Shelving it 
without first devising ways and 
means for local sustenance would 
result in death to entire commu- 
nities.

The small business man, whose 
plight is equal to that of the farm- 
er, apparently does not warrant 
subsidy, but surely deserves decent 
burial. Or perhaps some day some- 
one will erect a monument to that 
“Last of the Mohicans,’ the pioneer 
small enterpriser who once actually 
lived by his wits, the sweat of his 
brow and the skin of his teeth! 

Shelving farm land may solve 
temporarily some problems of sur- 
pluses and land use, but it will not 
cure the economic and social ills 
which confront the small farmer. 
Neither will it solve the need for 
conservation and regeneration of 
our sadly depleted soil and forest 
resources—the basic cause of our 
sub-marginal rural enterprises. 

Far better, let's go back to 
F D.R.’s ABCs of the 1930s—put- 
ting people of the land to work in 
ihe task of restoring these re 
sources. This would be no more 
drastic and far more practical than 
the present haphazard, tranquiliz- 
ing soil bank project which tempo- 
rarily deactivates land and gives 
the owner money he does not earn 
by the sweat of his brow. oO 


If we must have subsidization, 
better it be directed at conserving 
and regenerating resources which 
we have depleted, rather than an 
outright gift accomplishing no 
more than temporary economic re- 
lief. 

+ . . 

There is no doubt as to the need 
for changes in land use, but appar- 
ently it has not occurred to our 
realistic farm promoters that a 
man’s choice of habitat is not gov- 
erned solely by material values. 
Perhaps they are too far from the 
soil to know the attachment a man 
has for his chosen land 

We see families leave for cities 
where they may find work, but they 
return regularly to visit their 
longed-for native soil and we hear 
them express the hope that they 
can some day return to stay. 

Many of my rural friends feel 
the way I do. We'd rather grub 
sprouts here at home than trade 
places with any one of you and be 
forced to live and work in a city 
the size of St. Louis 

Before You express. logically 
what needs to be done to the farm- 
er, first come down off your horse 
and get closer to earth. It might 
be that in the secure, saintly sanc- 
tity of your big and powerful enter- 

rise, you are too far from the 

orest to see either the forest or 
the trees 

Might I suggest a title for your 
next editorial: “Fewer Newspapers, 
Fewer Editors.” Doubtless you are

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The Council’s Week Plan 


The St. Louis County Council has offered to 
go part of the way toward Charter reform but 
its effort requires considerable improvement. 

A decade's experience with the home rule 
Charter shows that its principal error was to 
leave every important administrative post to be 
run by independently elected politicians. Each 
is his own boss and hires his employes on a 
political basis. 


Under the circumstances, county services tend 
to be slow and slipshod. Witness the assessment 
fiasco, the inability to implement the county 
bond issue and the recurrent episodes of petty 
politics and worse in the Sheriff's office. 

The Council's new plan would eliminate only 
four of the 14 independent elective satrapies: 
the posts of Assessor, Collector, Highway Engi- 
neer and Coroner. This is fine as far’ as it goes. 

But if the principle applies in these cases, why 
not in the others? The others include the Cir- 
cuit Clerk, the four Constables, the County 
Clerk, the Public Administrator, Recorder of 
Deeds, Sheriff and Treasurer. 

It is unfortunate that the G.O.P.-dominated 
Council chose to revise three independent offices 
now occupied by Democrats, but would not dis- 
turb the many others held by Republicans. 
Moreover, in eliminating four offices, the Coun- 
cil would add two new ones—a Director of Rev- 
enue and an additional Constable.

A net gain 


As to the need for universal extension of the 
existing limited merit system from the depart- 
ments of Health, Hospitals, Parks and Public 
Welfare, here the Council's batting average is 
.000. The Council proposes that it be authorized 
to extend the merit system—which might pro- 
duce no extension at all. ‘The merit system 
extension should be set down in the Charter just 
as it is in St. Louis, not left up to the Council. 
Then it can't be tampered with. 

Implicit in the merit system principle is the 
concept that it ought to cover all employes 
except policy makers. In at least two cases the 
Council has blandly ignored this principle. It 
would permit the Director of Revenue to ap- 
point the assessor, tax clerk and several col- 
lectors. It would permit the Director of Public 
Works to appoint three division heads under 
him, including the highway engineer. 


As policy-makers, departmental directors might 
very well be patronage employes of, the Super- 
visor, who should be responsible to the voters for 
overall county administration. But division heads 
and all others within the departments certainly 
should be made to qualify for their jobs under 
a merit system as in St. Louis. 

. . * 

As to the Supervisor, nobody will quarrel with 
either the proposal to raise his pay from $10,000 
to $17,000 a year or the one to change his title 
to County Executive. But if this is not to be 
merely window dressing, why not eliminate a 
few of the independent administrators and give 
the new Executive something to execute? 


In that connection, thoughtful students of gov- 
ernment, including former Council Chairman 
James A. Singer and Dr. Victor D. Brannon of 
Governmental Research Institute, have urged 
that the county adopt a Council-Manager form 
of government. Since the Council already exists, 
all that is necessary is to provide for a Manager 
appointed by the Council to handle all the coun- 
tv's administration.

Fortunately the Council's “reform” sugges- 
tions are subject to review by a citizens commit- 
tee to be nominated by Supervisor Matthews. If 
the Supervisor will produce a list of first-rate 
people with some knowledge of the county's gov- 
ernmental needs, the Council's effort at reform 
should be substantially strengthened.

\ Fighting Newspaper 

\ fortieth birthday does not make a news- 
paper very old since many are 75 years to 100 
or more, but when the newspaper that turns 40 
is just about the fightingest daily in the country 
then the anniversary takes on significance. That 
the Madison Capital Times should be starting its 
fifth decade, after all the attempts to kill it, is a 
testimonial to the good sense of the. people of 
Wisconsin's capital city. 

When it was founded back in December, 1917, 
by William T, Evjue, who at 75 is still its two- 
fisted editor and publisher, the Capital Times 
was immediately denounced as disloyat by its 
bitter opponents. Newsboys were warned that it 
was an unpatriotic mouthpiece of the first Sena- 
tor LaFollette and that they could be put in jail 
for selling it. The Capital Times survived that 
first boycott as it has survived every boycott 
since and today, when timidity too often is the 
rule in editorial offices, there is no issue that 
scares off the editor son of stalwart Norsemen 
and his fellow editors. 


The press of the country began to appraise 
the late Senator McCarthy for what he really 
was only in 1954, after he began his civil war 
against the Eisenhower Administration. The 
Capital Times exposed him in 1946 and did not 
let up as long as he was in the Senate. Last 
August it was the only daily newspaper in Wis- 
consin to support William Proxmire in the cam- 
paign which provided the upset Senate victory 
and a rejuvenation of progressive forces in Wis- 
consin polities. 

“Let the people have the truth and freedom 
to discuss it and all will go well.” That is the 
Capttal Times's slogan and there could hardly be 
a better one for any newspaper. 
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Top Race in Hlinois 

As lllinois does not elect either a Governor 
or a Senator next year, particular interest will 
attach to the party nominations for State Treas- 
urer. This important office has not been scan- 
dalized in recent years as the office of State 
Auditor was by Orville E. Hodge, but the treas- 
urer’s office has known its black days at Spring- 
field. Back in the era of Len Small, the office 
was besmirched and one of its occupants was 
forced to disgorge many thousands of dollars he 
had illegally taken. 

The present State Treasurer, Republican 
Elmer J. Hoffman, has announced that he will 
not be a candidate. Since State Representative 
Louis E. Beckman of Kankakee has announced 
his candidacy, the Republican nomination could 
well rest between him and former State Treas- 
urer Warren Wright who is expected to be a 
challenger 

On the Democratic side, Cook County Sheriff 
Joseph D. Lohman is reported to be considering 
the race. Mr. Lohman, a former professor of 
sociology at the University of Chicago, entered 
the public arena via the Stevenson Administra- 
tion when he served as an expert on parole and 
probation matters at Springfield. A promising 
possibility is Robert A. Wallace of Park Forest, 
former assistant to Senator Douglas and for the 
last two years able staff director of the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee. Mr. Wallace,

Illinois Institute of Technology, directed the 
Senate committee’s stock market inquiry and 
the federal investigation of the Hodge thefts. 
This is the time of year when political chief- 
tains meet in -Illindis to go over the possibilities. 
Leaders of both parties ought to favor the best 
qualified men available. Since 1958 may be a 
Democratic year in Illinois, the responsibility 
to nominate a Treasurer candidate with the 
qualities of a Wallace or a Lohman rests heav- 
ily on the Democrats.

No Answer for India? 

India’s second five-year economic plan is fal- 
tering and needs assistance from the United 
States. 

Stated in just this way, with echoes of Soviet 
five-year programs and reminders of economic 
planning, India’s situation might not arouse 
muck sympathy in the United States. It all 
sounds very socialistic, and isn’t India ‘“neutral- 
istic” anyway? 

At this point it is advisable to consider some 
elementary facts about our relations with India. 
And the first fact is that here is the largest na- 
tion outside the Communist orbit and a leader 
of the “underdeveloped” nations everywhere. It 
is to America’s interest to protect India’s inde- 
pendence from Communism whether she disa- 
vows “socialism” or “neutralism” or does not. 


Granting that, a second fact is that economic 
planning is employed by most governments, in- 
cluding our own, and is absolutely essential to 
India. It is an agricultural nation trying to 
catch up with the industrial revolution, and to 
do that quickly, as quickly as Red China, for ex- 
ample. In a nation where per capita income is 
about $5 a month, large-scale development re- 
quires concentrated effort and planning. 


Furthermore, it should be observed that plan- 
ning is not ipso facto ineffective. India’s first 
five-year plan was a success. It raised per capi- 
ta income by 10.5 per cent, national income by 
17.5 per cent and agricultural production by 14.7 
per cent. That was a remarkable achievement, 
and it received some American assistance. 


The second five-year plan, begun in 1956, was 
perhaps too grandiose: in any event the effort 
has preduced a critical shortage of foreign ex- 
change. Drought has added to inflationary 
forces which have caused the cost of living to 
go up 20 per cent. Now the second five-year 
plan is being cut down to realistic size, but 
inflation will increase and bring with it political 
dangers unless India can get more foreign ex- 
change and food supplies. 

Three months have passed since Finance Min- 
ister Krishnamachari visited Washington in 
search of economic aid to rescue the second five- 
year plan. What is America’s answer? So far 
there has been none evident to the public. The 
bastion of political democracy in Asia merits a 
constructive reply. 
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At Last, a Free Bridge 
At 10 a.m. on Friday, Dec. 20, the people of 
this bistate area obtained their only free bridge 
at this time over the Mississippi river. This date 
ends 18 months of legal nonsense. 


The nonsense began after St. Charles county 
turned its bridge, over to the State of Missouri 
as a free bridge, and when the City of Alton 
began collecting tolls. The Illinois city kept on 
tolling bridge traffic despite the fact that the 
bridge belonged to Missouri and that Missouri 
and Illinois together had agreed to operate and 
maintain it. . 

This is no doubt what Justice Walter V. Schae- 
fer of the Illinois Supreme Court referred to in 
sustaining an Alton City Court order ending 
the tolls. Judge Schaefer said it seemed “un- 
usual” for tolls to be imposed on a bridge that 
should be free. ‘Unusual’ was one word for it. 
“Unfair” was another. We hope no more legal 
entanglements will provoke further reference to 
such terms. 
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Our First 
The first commercial-scale atomic power plant 
in the United States went into operation Wednes- 
day, at Shippingport, Pa. It followed by a year 
and nine months the start of the first commer- 
cial-scale atomic power plant in the world, at 
Calder Hall, in England. 


Chairman Strauss of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission would call it a demonstration of private 
enterprise. It is, in the parlance of the Eisen- 
hower Administration, “a partnership project.” 


The private partner, Duquesne Light Co., 
which supplies Pittsburgh, put up $5,000,000 of 
the cost of the reactor, and an estimated $17.- 
500,000 for the site and the turbo-generator part 
of the plant—a total of $22,500,000. The Gov- 
ernment has put up for the nuclear part of the 
plant $55,000,000 in research and development 
work and $50,000,000 in construction cost— a 
total of $105,000,000. Duquesne has obtained fast 
tax write-off certificates on its investment. 


The company contracted with AEC to pay 8 
mills a kilowatt-hour for the resulting electricity, 
whatever the actual cost of production. Esti- 
mated original production cost, which it is hoped 
can be reduced later, is 5.2 cents—or 52 mills 
a kilowatt-hour. All of this in excess of 8 mills 
will be paid by Government subsidy. 

Shippingport is a great accomplishment. There 
is no question about that. But it is the people 
of the United States who have paid for it and 
who will continue to pay some 44 mills for 
every kilowatt-hour of electricity it generates. 
When the public contribution is $105,000,000 
and the private $22,500,000—-something like the 
“half-and-half” stew composed of one horse and 
one rabbit—the “partnership” is one-sided 
indeed. 
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Job for the Traffic Committee 

In the absence of an official metropolitan 
agency empowered to keep the streets open for 
the free flow of traffic, the St. Louis area must 
depend upon other means. One tool has been 
the Metropolitan Chamber of Commerce's re- 
gional committee on traffic and parking. In the 
last year or so it has persuaded more than 20 
municipalities to co-operate in moving traffic for 
the common good. 

One vexing problem remaining unsolved is in 
Pine Lawn, where the community declines to 
prohibit parking on the traffic-flow side of its 
four-block business‘district in the evening rush 
hours. This is a selfish disservice to neighbors 
who must pass through Pine Lawn returning 
from work in St. Louis. 

The Pine Lawn Chamber of Commerce blames 
the State Highway Department's timing of an 
electric signal near Pine Lawn for part of the 
problem, and it may be right. But permitting 
parking on Natural Bridge in rush hours cer- 


tainly does not solve the problem. The Metro- ° 


politan Chamber's regional committee ought to 
see what persuasion can do to move traffic 
through Pine Lawn.

Because of the many types of serv- 
ices demanded, legal limitations, po- 
litical empire building and the spilling 
over of population across fixed boun- 
dary lines, a myriad of governmental 
organizations has been established. 

According to the Census of Govern- 
ments. in January 1957 there were 
102.352 state and local government 
authorities in the United States 

The Eighth Federal Reserve District 
has a relatively large number of local 
governmental units, but most of them 
are comparatively small. Though the 
district contains less than 7 per cent 
of the population and less than 6 per 
eent of the area of the nation, it can 
claim about 8 per cent of the local 
governmental units 

The district covers all or parts of 
seven states, and 363 counties are lo- 
cated within its borders. There are 
ahout 1800 municipalities and nearly 
6000 other governmental units func- 
tioning within the district 

Both within the district and na- 
tionally, it is estimated that during

1957 local authorities will spend over 
four times the amount they spent in 
1945. In real per capita terms outl- 
lays have approximately doubled dur- 
ing the postwar period 

Nationally, these authorities are 
now spending at an annual rate of 
36 billion dollars, absorbing over 8 
per cent of the gross national prod- 
uct State and local governments 
have also become major employers, 
furnishing work for about 10 per cent 
of the nonfarm labor force 

State and local governments engage 
in a broad assortment of activities, yet 
spending on education and highways 
accounts for more than half the total 
of general expenditures ‘excluding 
outlays by utilities). Expenditures 
presently devoted to education amount 
to about 35 per cent, and outlays for 
highways and streets constitute a 
fifth. 

Looked at in another way, about 
three fourths of the total expenditures 
(including utility outlays) of state and 
local governments are devoted to op- 
erating expenses, about one fourth to 
capital outlays. 

The movement from farm to city 
and the migration from city to suburbs 
will likely continue, tending to in- 
crease per capita expenditures. In 
addition, some experts claim that the 
current backlog of needed public 
works runs to well over 100 billion 
dollars. 


10,000 Classrooms Are Needed 


It has been estimated that there is 
an urgent need for about 10,000 new 
classrooms in the district. In addi- 
tion, enrollment in the district's public 
schools jumped about a fourth from 
1950 to 1956, and by 1965 is expected 
to grow by another third. The number 
of cars, trucks and busses has nearly 
tripled since the 1930s and these ve- 
hicles are traveling about four times 
aS many miles per year. 

About two thirds of the revenues 
of state and local governments come 
from taxes at the present time; the 
remainder is obtained from charges, 
utility income, intergovernmental rev- 
enue and miscellaneous sources. To 
meet the rise in operating expenses, 
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tax receipts of these governments have 
jumped from less than 11 billion dol- 
lars in 1945 to an estimated 27 billion 
during 1957. 

In the final analysis, funds to meet 
any expansion in current operating 
expenditures of state and local gov- 
ernments must come primarily from 
increased tax revenue. A portion may 
come from additional federal aid, but 
it is not likely such grants will meet 
growing needs of most communities. 

Some form of consolidation of the 
smaller governmental units within a 
metropolitan area would help to re- 
duce financial difficulties in many 
cases. One approach to this has been 
to assign a bigger job to the central 
city by extending both its boundaries 
and functions Another plan has 
been to establish metropolitan area 
governments for activities that can be 
more economically and _ efficiently 
handied on an area-wide basis. A 
third method might be to integrate 
the core city and county governments. 


Bonds and Their Buyers 


Major capital improvements, as dis- 
tinguished from current operations, 
are frequently financed through the 
issuance of bonds by the governmental 
unit involved. The chief buyers of mu- 
nicipal bonds are individuals in the 
higher income groups and commercial 
banks. 

Individuals, partnerships and per- 
sonal trusts buy about two fifths of 
the state and local government se- 
curities. Commercial banks purchase 
about a third of the new offerings. 
Two other relatively large buyers of 
state and local government securities 
(taking about 10 per cent each) are 
local authorities themselves and in- 
surance companies. 

During the past several vears in- 
terest rates generally have been in- 
creasing, reflecting substantial over- 
all credit demands. Rates paid on 
municipal securities are now higher 
than they have been for many years. 

Interest rates on state and local se- 
curities, however, are lower relative 
to other interest rates now than they 
were in the early "30s. This situation 
results from the fact that there are 
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more investors, both institutional and 
individual, in position to benefit from 
the exemption of earnings on munic- 
ipal bonds from federal income taxes. 

During the last few years, however, 
the widened interest rate differential 
between corporate and municipal 
bonds have been narrowing, in re- 
sponse to both demand and supply 
conditions, 

Major savings institutions that have 
grown sharply in recent years, such 
as life insurance companies, savings 
and loan associations and mutual sav- 
ings banks, do not benefit as much 
from investing in the tax exempt se- 
curities. On the supply side, a greater 
volume of new municipal issues has 
tended to saturate the market. 

Despite these difficulties, most state 
and local obligations have been quietly 
and successfully issued during the re- 
cent period of capital market pressure.

The Badge of Idiocy 


THREE WISE VIRGINS, by Gladys 
Brooks. (Dutton, 244 pgs., $4.) 


Toynbee in his study of history sug- 
gested that great and successful civi- 
lizations are conceived in hardship, 
born when the odds are against them, 
and nurtured by pressure. 

When the history of women is writ- 
ten, some corollary principle may well 
emerge, This may seem like going 
from the sublime to the ridiculous— 
but consider these three (among 
many) women of the last century, 
when woman's place was under the 
thumb of her husband and bloomers 
were the badge of idiocy. 

Dorothea Lynde Dix devoted her 
long life to the humanizing of prisons 
and mental hospitals, with results that 
even today seem scarcely believable— 
effective and lasting reforms not only 
in this country but in Scotland, Eng- 
land, the Channel Islands, and Europe 
as far as Turkey and Russia. 

In one period of three years she 
traveled 30,000 miles, visited over a 
thousand institutions, made _ specific 
recommendations for each, and se- 
cured the establishment of “six hos- 
pitals for the insane, several county 
poorhouses, and several jails on a re- 
formed plan.” St. Elizabeth's, in Wash- 
ington, is her crowning achievement. 

Elizabeth Palmer Peabody is better 
known. Sister-in-law of Hawthorne and 
of Horace Mann, amanuegsis to Chan- 
ning, partner of Alcott, fellow-student 
of Emerson, she is an unavbdidable 
item in any New England biography. 
But she too drove doggedly and effec- 
tively for reform, hers in education, 
particularly at the kindergarten and 
primary level.

Least remembered today is Cath- 
erine Maria Sedgwick. Histories of 
American literature scarcely mention 
her. She had not, like the other two, 
the benefit of either eccentricity or 
poverty, and her achievements were 
less lasting. 

But she was a successful novelist, 
one of the first American novelists of 
either sex to be acclaimed in England, 
and she was a “radical,”’ devoting her 
books not only to general moral in- 
struction but also +o the recognition 
of virtue among the underprivileged— 
servants, slaves, and Indians. 

Mrs. Brooks makes no efforts to 
present these three as related pheno- 
mena. With quiet but sensitive per- 
ception, she details their activities and 
summarizes their character. But to 
do that is to hold them up as remark- 
able, even awesome —three indomi- 
table females so absorbed in doing 
what, to them, had to be done that 
their lesser status as women was a 
minor nuisance to be ignored or 
brushed aside rather than fought over. 

Somehow one wonders how they 
would view, say, Mrs. Zaharias, Miss 
Lee, or even Mrs. Hobby.

two baseball seasons has failed 
to win approval of the nine- 
man Coliseum commission 

The vote yesterday, with one 
member absent, was a tie. 4-4. 
It takes a majority of five votes 
to pass a resolution. 

This means that the nearby 
City of Pasadena now has the 
inside track to land the Dodgers 
or its famed Rose Bowl. 


After negotiations earlier 
this week, Dodger President 
Walter O'Malley announced 


that all indications point to the 
Dodgers opening their Na- 
tional League season next April 
in the Rose Bowl, which also 
seats 100,000. 

Yesterday's vote was on this 
proposal drawn up by commis- 
sion president Jim Smith: 

The Dodgers would pay no 
rent but guarantee the commis- 
sion a flat $175,000 a season 

The Coliseum would operate 
all concessions. If concession 
profits fell below $175,000. the 
ball club would make up the 


difference. But if profits ex- 
ceeded that figure, then the 
Dodgers would not pay one 
penny. 


This was by far the most fa- 
vorable plan yet advanced for 
the huge stadium from a Dodger 
point of view. The Dodgér 
brass might well have approved 
it. However, Smith said the 
commission's action — although 
there could still be further ne- 
gotiations — all but kills the 

-Oliseum as a possible site for 
the Dodgers in 1958 and 1959.

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PHONE RATE RISE: 
SWUGHT ON SOME 
SPECIAL SERVICE 


Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co. applied to the Missouri 
Public Service Commission at 
Jefferson City yesterday for 
rate increases totaling about 
$735,000 annually on three spe- 
cial types of telephone service. 

Proposed increases would 
affect extra directory listings, 
joint user service and key-and- 
hutton-operated telephone 
equipment. Monthly rates for 
basic telephone service would 
not be affected. 

About 22,000 of the com- 
pany’s 875,000 customers in 
Missouri and 10,000 customers 
in St. Louis and St. Louis coun- 
ty would be affected, the com- 
pany said. Rates for extra di- 
tectory listings and joint user 
service have been virtually un- 
changed since 1920, it was 
stated. 

In most St. Louis exchanges, 
rates for extra directory list- 
ings would increase from 25 to 
50 cents a month for residences 
and from 50 cents to $1 a 
month for businesses. 

In smaller outlying ex- 
changes the rise would be from 
25 to 30 cents a month for 
homes and 50 to 75 cents for 
businesses. 

Joint user service is defined 
as use of one telephone by one 
or more business, or, in resi- 
dences, use by persons other 
than members of a family. Ex- 
tra directory listings are in- 
cluded in joint user service. 

Rate increases for joint user
